General Reference Products 


Designed to make census products and services easier to use by helping clients 
identify their needs and interpret the data. Included in the General Reference 
Products are: 
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1991 Census Dictionary Available 1st quarter 1992 


The Dictionary provides definitions for all the concepts, variables and geographic elements of the 
1991 Census, and includes information about historical comparability. The Dictionary will be 
produced in print. A possible electronic version is under investigation. 


1991 Census Catalogue Available 2nd quarter 1992 


The Catalogue describes all products and services available from the 1991 Census and how to 
obtain them. It will be produced in print and possibly also in electronic form. 


1991 Census Handbook | Available 3rd quarter 1992 | 


The Handbook provides an overview of the census. It presents a brief history of Canadian 
censuses and describes the data collection and processing activities. It discusses each question, 
including a comparison with 1986 Census questions. It introduces data users to the census 
variables and geography, and provides an overview of products and services. Data quality, 
confidentiality and different applications of Census data are also discussed. It will be available in 
print form only. 


1991 Census Tabulation Guide Available 4th quarter 1992 


The Tabulation Guide lists all tabulations planned for the 1991 Census, and describes their content 
including the levels of geographic detail available. The Tabulation Guide will be available in 
electronic form. It may be offered along with the planned electronic versions of the Census 
Catalogue and the Dictionary. 


1991 Census General Review Available 1st quarter 1995 


The review of the 1991 Census focuses on the planning, procedures and systems required to 
undertake and complete the census, paying particular attention to changes introduced since the 
1986 Census. It is planned for production in print form only.

Geographic Reference Products can help 
you to do just that. 


Reference Maps 


Reference maps identify census geographic areas and locate their boundaries, allowing users to 
relate census data to actual physical locations on the ground. Published reference maps are 
available for geographic areas that range in size from census tracts (neighbourhoods), census 
subdivisions (municipalities), census divisions (counties), to census agglomerations and census 
metropolitan areas (large urban centres), and federal electoral districts. These reference maps are 
also available individually on demand. 
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The maps include: 


Census Divisions (CD) and Available 2nd quarter 1992 
Census Subdivisions (CSD) 


Reference maps of census divisions and census subdivisions in each province and territory (21 
maps), plus an index map (1 map) showing the coverage of each of these reference maps. Also 
includes one reference map of all census divisions in Canada. 


Census Metropolitan Areas (CMA) Available 2nd quarter 1992 
and Census Agglomerations (CA) 


Reference maps of all census metropolitan areas (25 maps) and census agglomerations (123 maps),

This primer on 1991 census geography includes a description of standard and non-standard 
geographic reporting areas as well as an overview of available products and services. For each 
product or service, some recommended uses and limitations will be described in simple language.

A Historical Comparison 


This publication compares the geographic areas used in the 1986 Census and those used in the 
1991 Census. 


Geocoding Coverage for the 1991 Census Available 2nd quarter 1992 


This reference product helps users access data for their own personalized (non-standard) 
geographical areas. It includes information on historical comparability, beginning with the 1971 
Census. It provides: 


& 44 reference maps (one for each CMA/CA having block-face data) indicating which 
CSD components of the CMA/CA are included in the block-face data retrieval program, 
with CSD boundary outlines for all the CMA/CA components 
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e 44 reference tables providing statistical data for each of the CMA/CA/CSD 
components, including the census year of CSD incorporation into the block-face 
program. 


GEO-INFO (Geographic Available 2nd quarter 1992 
Information System) 


The GEO-INFO System is a micro-computer based system (IBM compatible), with a pre- 
programmed Geographic Enquiry Diskette and data diskettes for each province and territory. 


The system uses data from the 44,000 Enumeration Areas (EAs) the smallest building blocks and 
lets the user access all higher levels of standard census geography. For the selected geographical 
area, the system provides names, codes, population, dwellings, land area (km2), linkages to other 
geographies and many other attributes. 


ll. DATA PRODUCTS 


These products and services present a wide range of census data for both standard and non- 
standard geographic areas. Also included are definitions and concepts, data quality and coverage 
information and a listing of Statistics Canada publications featuring data on similar topics. Analysis 
is restricted to highlights only these are products for people who want to crunch their own numbers. 


Publications remain the format of choice for many people in business and research but 
increasingly information is also needed in electronic form. Options for providing electronic 
versions of publication data are under investigation. 


As well as offering the following publications series, Statistics Canada will produce similar data for 
selected sub-provincial areas, in electronic medium and print-on-demand. 


Population and Dwelling Counts Available 2nd to 4th quarter 1992 


This series is designed to offer a geographic distribution of Canada’s population, presented under 
these geographic units:

For most geographic units, the variables covered include population and dwelling counts, land area, 
population change and density, percentage growth or decline. 


The Nation Series 100% data available 3rd quarter 1992;

This will be among the first series released presenting considerable detail on selected variables (for 
example, occupation) or alternatively cross-tabulations to illustrate the analytical potential of the data 
(for example, marital status by age and sex). In addition, some tables include comparisons with data 
from earlier censuses. 


Most tables show provincial and territorial as well as national data. Selected data for census 
metropolitan areas are also included in most publications. 


The series consists of twenty-three publications. The first four contain basic information collected 
from all households (100% data) on demographic, family, household and dwelling characteristics. 
The rest of the publications contain data from the 20% sample, covering demographic, social, 
cultural, labour force and income variables; others include dwellings, households and family 
characteristics.

This publication series gives a Statistical overview, or profile, for a variety of subprovincial areas. A 
wide range of Census variables (characteristics) are covered showing for each area: counts, 
averages, distributions and percentages.

The profiles will also be available in electronic form. Two additional profiles, for Enumeration Areas 
and Urban Forward Sortation Areas (based on the first three digits of the postal codes), are 
planned only as machine-readable products.

These publications present statistical information on themes of considerable public interest. Some 
publications look at historical trends, such as population growth and shifts from 1971 to 1991. Other 
profile sub-populations such as ethnic groups or address special interest subjects, including labour 
force characteristics of the Canadian population in 1991. 


Dimension Series 


Data presentation varies from basic summary statistics to detailed breakdowns and cross- 
tabulations. Geographic levels also vary as some volumes present data for Canada only, while 
others present data for Canada, provinces and territories. For most of the publications, geographic 
detail not shown in the printed product will be available in an electronic format. Each volume in the 
series features highlights of the important trends and findings. 


Aboriginal Peoples Products Available 1st quarter 1993 
to 4th quarter 1993 


A series of publications will focus on persons who reported during the 1991 Census that they were 
registered under the Indian Act of Canada or who reported at least one aboriginal origin such as 
North American Indian, Métis or Inuit. These publications will cover a wide range of Census 
variables for example, age, sex, language use, labour force status and income for each aboriginal 
group and for the non-aboriginal population. In the fall of 1991, consultations will be undertaken to 
determine exact requirements for this series, including the variables, the geographic areas and 
complementary products. 


In addition, the post-censal “Aboriginal Peoples Survey" will be conducted shortly after the 1991 
Census. (See section on Post-censal Surveys.) 
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More and more data users want access to data in electronic formats and Statistics 
Canada has responded to this need with a full line of electronic data products and 
services.

A series of approximately 50 tabulations of 1991 Census data. Each one features two or three inter- 
related variables and deals with a specific aspect of the Canadian population as individuals, families 
or households or Canadian dwellings. The topics covered include: demography, mobility, ethno- 
cultural characteristics, language, schooling, labour force characteristics, income, families, 
households and dwellings. 


These tabulations are available for geographic areas extending from the country as a whole to 
enumeration areas, the smallest geographic unit for which Census data are available. Tables will be 
available in electronic form and print-on-demand. 


1991 Public Use Microdata Files Available 4th quarter 1993 
to 1st quarter 1994 


The Public Use Microdata Files on Individuals, Families and Households contain a wide selection of 
social, cultural and economic data on the population of Canada, the provinces and selected 
metropolitan areas with a population of 250,000 or more. These products provide information based 
on samples from the 1991 Census, ranging from one to two per cent. 


Unique among Census products, these files allow users to work with non-aggregated information. 
As a result, they are powerful analytical and research tools. 
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100% data available 4th quarter 1992; 


1991 Census CD-ROM 20% sample data available 
3rd quarter 1993 


This is a new product for the 1991 Census a machine-readable version of the area profile data. All 
profile data will be merged onto a single CD-ROM, with a number of additional features to enhance 
the usefulness of the basic product for example, an electronic version of the Dictionary, and 

perhaps the Catalogue. The product will (ultimately) contain both the 100% and 20% sample data. 


Census Custom Products 


This service has been set up to produce data to meet the specific needs of clients. The product 
line consists of custom cross-tabulations, semi-custom cross-tabulations, and semi- custom profiles. 
Tabulations can be produced, for the most part, from both the 100% and 20% data bases for the 
1971, 1976, 1981, 1986 and 1991 Censuses. The service develops products that meet clients’ 
exact requirements in terms of content, geography, format and output medium. Cost and delivery 
time vary depending on the size and complexity of request and are approved by the client before 
development begins. The goals of the service for the 1991 Census are to reduce delivery times 
considerably and to decentralize some aspects of the service so as to better serve clients. 


Three product types will be offered. For all three, 100% data will be available in the 3rdquarter of 


1992 and 20% sample data will be available beginning in the 2nd quarter 1993. 


a. Custom cross-tabulations are the most flexible and specialized product type. Clients 
determine the content, geography, format and output medium for their data request. 


b. Semi-custom cross-tabulations are based on the content of the published tabulations from 
the 1991 Census. The content and format of the tables are fixed, but clients may choose any 
level of geography, along with the output medium. Turnaround times are generally faster, and 
prices lower, than those for fully customized tabulations. 


Cc. Semi-custom profiles provide content and format similar to the published profiles, but users 
chose the geography and output medium (available 3rd quarter 1993). 
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Both semi-custom and custom products will be available in a variety of output media, including 
computer print-out, magnetic tape and diskette. Specialized formats required for compatibility with 
various computer systems can be provided in most cases. 


ll. ANALYTICAL PRODUCTS 


The analytical products provide an interpretation of the 1991 Census data on a 
variety of topics or themes, and present the findings in an easy-to-read style, 
well-illustrated by graphs, maps and charts. 


The Daily 


With each major release of data from the 1991 Census data base, highlights of major trends and 
findings are published in Statistics Canada’s official release vehicle, The Daily. This bulletin, along 
with its weekly counterpart Infomat, provides data users with up-to-the- minute information on the full 
range of data released from Canada’s national statistical agency. A compilation of the highlights 
from The Daily will be published following the final release of data from the 20% sample data base. 
The compilation provides a handy desk-top reference of major conclusions from the 1991 Census.

One of Statistics Canada’s most popular series is back. Focus on Canada is a series of descriptive 
analytical publications that look at current social, economic and demographic characteristics of the 
Canadian population. Readers like this series for its easy-to-read style since statistical findings are 
supported by straightforward text and clearly illustrated in tables and charts. 


These publications cover many aspects of Canadian society and focus on distinctive segments of 
our population, such as the growing senior population, the changing family and the residents of 
Canada’s north. Data from previous censuses and other sources are also used to illustrate the 
current situation as well as study trends over time on a national, provincial and metropolitan area 
level. 


As part of its 1991 Census product line, Statistics Canada will produce a series of studies focusing 
on major issues affecting Canadian society over the next decade and beyond. Students, 
researchers, policy analysts and other professionals in the field will be interested by the in-depth 
analyses of this series.

IV. CUSTOM SERVICES 


The User Services Unit of the Census of Agriculture can tailor products to users’ special 
requirements. Custom services are available for tabulations, thematic maps and user workshops. 
All data requests are subject to confidentiality constraints. 


a. Custom tabulations allow the user to create personalized tables. Custom tabulations can 
be created from the Agriculture, the Agriculture-Population and the Historical data bases. 
Customized data are available for Census years 1966 to 1991. (Data from 1966 and 1976 
are not available for the Agriculture-Population linkage.) Census of Agriculture data will be 
available starting in the 2nd quarter of 1992; 100% data from the Agriculture-Population base 
will be available in the 4th quarter 1992 while the 20% sample data will be available in the 4th 
quarter 1993. 
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b. Thematic maps are an effective means to present statistical data visually. Maps can be 
produced to the client’s specifications and are available in black and white or in colour. 


Custom tabulations and maps can be produced for Census of Agriculture standard geography as 
well as user-defined areas. Custom tabulations can be delivered as a computer printout, on tape or 
diskette. Diskette formats are available in ASCII, LOTUS or DBASE. Maps can be printed on paper 
or transparent film and are also available on diskette.

The maps produced by the Geography Division can be 
divided into two categories: reference maps _ and 
statistical maps. The boundaries of census geographic 
areas are presented on reference maps either in data 
publications, map bulletins or on individual sheets. These 
maps enable users to locate and identify census 
geographic areas and to relate statistical data to the 
corresponding geographic areas. Statistical maps have 
been produced to support data publications and to give 
graphical representation of selected census data 
variables. The following is a description of both types of 
maps including prices, numbers and scales of maps. 


A. Reference Maps 


Several map series have been produced to support 1986 
Census publications and the delineation of geostatistical 
boundaries. With the exception of the G86-16 and the 
Forward Sortation Area map series, similar maps are 
also available for other census years.

The principal objective of the survey was_ the 
development of a detailed literacy profile of Canada’s 
adult population. Translated into specific data 
requirements, it was determined that the final database 
should provide: 1) a direct multi-dimensional assessment 
of the literacy skills of the Canadian population aged 
16-69 for each official language; 2) a self-assessment of 
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the literacy skills and associated literacy needs for 
persons whose mother tongue is other than English or 
French; 3) a self-assessment of the literacy skills and 
associated needs for those at work, for those looking for 
work and for those outside of the labour force; 4) data 
allowing the analysis of the link between assessed 
literacy levels and other socio-economic indicators such 
as educational attainment and labour force participation. 
The central element of the survey was the direct 
assessment of the skills of Canadians using 
commonplace tasks of varying difficulty drawn from a 
range of topic and knowledge areas. This central 
element was supported by the collection of background 
information on respondents. In addition to collecting 
standard demographic characteristics, the background 
questionnaire included questions on the self-assessed 
literacy skills of respondents (in one of the official 
languages and in their mother tongue), on the perceived 
barriers to realizing enhanced literacy skill levels and on 
training which would facilitate such skill enhancement.

MAPPING SERVICES 


The Geography Division offers a wide variety of map 
products described in the Map Products Section. Digital 
files and special services are described below. For 
further information or to order any of these 
products, please contact your local Statistics 
Canada Regional Reference Centre (listed in 
Appendix B), or Marketing and Client Liaison, 
Geography Division (613) 951-3889. 


DIGITAL FILES 


The digital files consist of data linkage files and 
geographic files. These products can be easily integrated 
into most computer systems, thereby allowing users to 
build databases. The files are available on diskette or 
magnetic tape and where indicated are available in 
special formats. Prices vary from $350 to several 
thousand dollars depending on size and complexity of 
the request. Prices are available upon request and can 
change without notice. 


A. Geographic Files 


When used with a mapping software package, these files 
provide visual representation of geographic areas and 
the various geostatistical units. 


Area Master Files (AMFs): 


An Area Master File (AMF) contains a_ logical 
representation of all streets and other features such as 
railroad tracks, rivers and municipal boundaries for a 
given geographic area (usually a municipality) in 
machine-readable form. An AMF _— geographically 
references every street, address range, block-face and 
centroid coordinate in the coverage area. AMFs are 
available for most urban centres with a population of 
50,000 or more. 


Cartographic Boundary Files (CARTLIBs): 


CARTLIBs are digital cartographic libraries of the 
boundaries and related features of various geostatistical 
areas. CARTLIBs can be used in conjunction with 
computer mapping programs to map statistical data. 
They are available in a variety of popular formats, 
including ARC/NFO, GIMMS, ATLAS*GRAPHICS, 
SAS/GRAPH, MAPINFO, and MAPANALYST. 


B. Data Linkage Files 


These files provide linkages of specific units or place 
names to the Census geographic codes and names, 
geographic locations and associated attributes. 


Geography Tape File (GTF): 
The Geography Tape File assigns to each 1986 Census 
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enumeration area (the basic geographic unit of census 
data collection) all higher geographic levels by codes 
and names. It includes all standard geographic codes, 
and also locates each enumeration area centroid 
according to Universal Transverse Mercator (UTM) 
coordinates and Lambert coordinates, as well as by 
latitude and longitude. The final 1986 population counts 
and occupied private dwelling counts for all enumeration 
areas are also presented. 


Postal Code Conversion File (PCCF): 


This file matches six-character postal codes to 
geographic codes used by the Census, and also locates 
each postal code according to Universal Transverse 
Mercator (UTM) coordinates and __latitude/longitude 
coordinates. The file contains one or more records for 
each postal code. 


Place Name Master File (PNMF): 


The 1986 Place Name Master File lists census divisions, 
census subdivisions and unincorporated places for which 
population was reported by the 1986 Census. 
(Unincorporated place refers to any cluster of five or 
more permanently occupied dwellings, in rural areas, 
locally known by a specific name but not having a local 
government or legal limits.) Information given on the 
PNMF includes Standard Geographical Classification 
codes, census codes, type of place, location in latitude 
and longitude, census map number and population. For 
unincorporated places, a breakdown of population by 
enumeration areas is also given. 


Street Index: 


The 1986 Street Index links address ranges to census 
enumeration area (EA), census tract (CT), census 
subdivision (CSD) and federal electoral district (FED) 
levels of the census geographic hierarchy. Street Indexes 
generally cover urban centres having 50,000 or more in 
population and are available for 13 census 
agglomerations (CAs) and 25 census metropolitan areas 
(CMAs), of which a portion only may be covered. The 
data contained in each Street Index consist of street data 
and geographic data: the former include street name, 
type, direction, odd and even address ranges; the latter 
include census enumeration area, census tract, census 
division, census subdivision and federal district. 


SPECIAL SERVICES 


The special services offered by Geography Division 
allow users to specify their own geographic base for data 
retrieval and custom map_ production. Consultative 
services are also offered to meet special user needs. 
Prices are based on specific client requirements. 


Geocoding: 
The Geographically Referenced Data Storage and 
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Retrieval (GRDSR), or Geocoding System is used to 
geographically code and store census data. It assigns 
geographic coordinates (centroids) at the population 
centres of every enumeration area in Canada and at the 
geographic centre of each block-face in most large urban 
areas. This system permits the retrieval of census data 
for user-defined areas. 


Custom Maps: 


Customized maps and atlases for national, regional, 
provincial and urban areas can be produced on paper, 
mylar, film, transparency or slide for standard census 
areas, or client-supplied areas. 


Special Population Compilation: 


Population compilations are available from the current 
and previous censuses. Counts are based on 
compilations from census collection documents. 


CANSIM DATA BASES 


Delivery mechanisms other than print products are also 
available from Statistics Canada. These include CANSIM, 
CD-ROM products and microform. 


CANSIM 


The Electronic Data Dissemination Division (EDDD) is 
responsible for CANSIM, Statistics Canada’s 
computerized data base network and information retrieval 
service. CANSIM, which stands for Canadian 
Socio-economic Information Management System, 
provides public access to current and historical statistics 
in various forms, as well as specialized data manipulation 
and analysis packages, graphics facilities, and a 
bibliographic search service. 


CROSS-CLASSIFIED DATA BASE 


The Cross-Classified Data Base, a component of the 
CANSIM system, was originally designed as a 
broad-based electronic repository of social statistics; it is 
also used increasingly to store detailed economic 
Statistics. Data on the Cross-Classified Data Base 
currently pertain to the following subjects: demography 
and migration; health and vital statistics; education and 
culture; justice; tourism; provincial socio-economic 
profiles; agriculture and food; manufacturing; science and 
technology; small business; public finance; international 
trade; input and output measures. 


The CANSIM Cross-Classified Data Base is updated 
regularly, as new information becomes available. 


The data items on the base are organized into statistical 
tables. A Cross-Classified table is composed of the 
following elements: 


Descriptor: - titles, footnotes 

Dimension: - data characteristics 

Category: - value definitions of a dimension 
Quantifier: - numerical representation(s) of the data 
Period: - reference time frame 


A table providing data on mortality in each province, 
according to the causes of death and the ages and 
sexes of the deceased, would be a four-dimensional 
table which could pertain to various time periods. 


This structural approach to data storage offers great 
flexibility in data retrieval, as users can select the data 
items for the dimensions or the time periods they desire, 
perform calculations, and display the results in the 
fashion which best suits their needs. 


Access to CANSIM Cross-Classified Data 


Public access to data in the CANSIM Cross-Classified 
Data Base is_ offered exclusively through an 
"over-the-counter" data retrieval service from Statistics 
Canada’s Electronic Data Dissemination Division or its 
regional offices. Retrievals are performed on a full 
cost-recovery basis. Available output media include 
paper, diskette, and computer tape. 


Use of CANSIM Cross-Classified Data 


The CANSIM Cross-Classified Data Base has been 
designed to facilitate user access to the large blocks of 
interrelated data often required in the complex analyses 
performed by social scientists or by economists involved 
in structural modelling. However, the system’s flexibility 
in data retrieval allows the easy selection of small 
groupings of data for less extensive analyses such as 
trends or shares. 


Documentation 


The CANSIM Cross-Classified Table Directory is a 
detailed guide to the data on the CANSIM 
Cross-Classified Data Base. It provides information on 
the content of each Cross-Classified table, including a 
complete list of all dimensions and related categories, 
extensive notes, and the sources of the data. A table 
index, alphabetically structured by major subject or topic 
area, provides an inventory of the data stored on the 
base and serves as the key in locating tables. A new 
Directory is issued annually and is supplemented with a 
set of quarterly updates.

TELICHART

Access to TELICHART 


The TELICHART system is made available through 
Statistics Canada’s Regional Offices and the Electronic 
Data Dissemination Division, which is responsible for the 
CANSIM Time Series Data Base. TELICHART is an 
effective tool which can assist users in off-line 
presentations by providing them with graphs in various 
output media. These media include colour prints on 
paper, overheads, 35 mm slides or diskettes. High 
quality output through Video Show is also available. 


Important features of TELICHART 


TELICHART is very effective for trend analysis. A variety 
of standard time series analysis functions are available 
such as percentage change, moving averages, indexing 
and linear regressions. 


TELICHART can display statistics in a wide range of 
colours as combinations of lines, shapes or bars. 


TELICHART provides automatic scaling, rounding, user 
specified scales and logarithmic scaling.

Online Access to CANSIM 


The CANSIM Time Series Data Base, offers detailed 
and conceptually compatible sets of aggregated time 
series on many subjects, most pertaining to business 
and the economy. The Time Series Base, now 
comprising about 500,000 series, is available to the 
public at a commercial service bureau. Subsets of the 
complete base, are available from licensed secondary 
distributors who in turn offer the public a wide variety of 
data access services. 
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Documentation 


The CANSIM Time Series Directory describes the 
contents of the CANSIM Time Series Data Base. This 
non-catalogued publication is available from the 
Electronic Data Dissemination Division. The CANSIM 
Time Series Directory is also available on CD-ROM. 


Data Retrieval Services 


CANSIM retrieval services are also offered by Statistics 
Canada. CANSIM time series data can be obtained in 
conventional tabular formats and in various colour 
graphic forms. This service will enhance statistical 
analysis and includes many ancillary options for listing 
and transforming retrieved data. 


Further, EDDD provides retrieval services to meet 
specific user requirements for data on two. other 
systems. The CANSIM Cross-Classified Data Base which 
features statistical tables containing a variety of social 
and economic data, plus the Census Summary Data 
System which contains 1971, 1976, 1981 and 1986 
Census characteristics for various geographical areas. 
The Census Summary Tapes contain data from the 1961 
through to 1986 Censuses. 


Data on diskette 


Subscribers to the CANSIM Time Series Base can 
download data directly to their microcomputers. Two 
microcomputer-oriented data formats are provided: 
Comma Delimited Format (CDF) and Data Interchange 
Format (DIF). These formats enable convenient 
processing and may be used with commercial 
spreadsheet software. EDDD can supply custom 
packaging of data on microcomputer diskettes and has 
developed utility software for IBM/PC compatible 
computers to access data downloaded to diskette from 
the CANSIM Time Series Base or Cross-Classified Data 
Base. 


In addition to computer tapes, data from the 1986 
Census have been prepackaged on diskette along with 
utility software for ease of use. Custom packaging is also 
available as a service. 


Bibliographic Search Service 


EDDD maintains an internal bibliographic information 
search service for its CANSIM Time Series Directory and 
can produce customized directories or special searches 
on a cost-recovery basis for users. 


In addition to the above, EDDD also maintains a number 
of internal online bibliographic data bases including the 
Statistics Canada Inventory of Catalogued Publications. 
This data base, derived from the DOBIS system, has 
been adapted to enable flexible retrieval and production 
of other printed and electronic reference products 
including both diskette and CD-ROM based products.

Diskette 


EDDD has produced, in IBM/PC diskette format, an 
Electronic Publications Directory. This product includes 
search and retrieval software to access both current and 
historical catalogued publications. It incorporates 
synonyms and a thesaurus. It can display both titles and 
abstracts, and has an ‘availability for purchase’ indicator. 
This product provides a compact (1.5 megabytes) and 
easy-to-use alternative to the online services normally 
available only to professional researchers and libraries. 


CD-ROM Products 
EDDD has three compact disc products for sale. 


1. The StatCan: CANSIM Disc contains large volumes 
of data on most aspects of the Canadian economy. A 
personal computer-searchable version of the CANSIM 
Time Series Directory enables researchers to identify the 
approximately 250,000 CANSIM time series on the disc. 
Data can be retrieved and displayed in tabular or graphic 
format, and printed or recorded to a file for further 
manipulation. 


A thesaurus is also available as a guide to definitions 
and terms used by Statistics Canada, thereby helping in 
the search for data on the compact disc. Access to this 
combination of data, reference material and search and 
retrieval software is easy.

WORLD TRADE DATABASE 


The World Trade Database is a complex matrix of 
international trade flows created from data reported by 
member countries to the United Nations Statistical Office 
and broken down by partner country and commodity or 
industry. Countries are classified according to the 
Standard Classification of Customs areas and territories, 
commodities according to the Standard International 
Trade Classification (Revision 2) and industries according 
to the 1980 Canadian Standard Industrial Classification. 
The data are annual and the records currently extend 
over the period 1970 to 1989. 
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The database enables users to calculate market shares 
of anyone in any market defined in terms of geography 
or commodity; perform standard "constant" market share 
calculations as a means to measure countries’ 
penetration in selected markets; compare the pace of 
change in the country and commodity structure of trade 
over time between different trading nations. 


In constructing the World Trade Database, Statistics 
Canada performs a number of adjustments to alleviate 
inconsistencies in the data as reported to the United 
Nations. Generally speaking, imports are considered to 
be the yardsticks for measuring trade. Exports to 
entrepdét countries are reallocated according to what 
customer countries report as imports. Geographic 
groupings are created for which trade is comparable in 
cases where reporting countries group individual partner 
countries differently. 


The information from the World Trade Database is 
available on tape, diskette or computer printout. The cost 
of each individual request is based on volume and 
complexity, with tabulations starting from as low as 
$130.00.

ENVIRONMENTAL INFORMATION SYSTEM 


The Environmental Information System contains a 
wide variety of Statistics Canada’s socio-economic data 
series Commonly used in the analysis of environmental 
issues. This information can be restructured to suit 
specific needs of the environmental researcher or 
consultant. 


The system also provides the facility to combine 
socio-economic microdata collected by Statistics Canada 
with external environmental information which together 
provide new insights into the nature of many 
environmental problems. To date the system has been 
used by researchers to estimate pollution emission 
levels; analyze pollutants from agriculture; gauge 
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population pressures on ecosystems; assess land use 
change; estimate acid rain impacts; help estimate soil 
erosion. 


Data can be readily tabulated and displayed by 
environmental classifications appropriate to the analysis. 
A number of special geographic units are available in the 
System for this purpose including river basins, ecological 
zones, soil zones, wetland regions. Other classifications 
are developed around environmentally relevant themes 
covering agricultural practices such as monocultures, 
crop rotations and industrial characteristics such as 
resource consumers, energy consumers and users of 
hazardous materials. 


In addition, customers are able to specify their own 
geographic and other classifications of interest for data 
analysis. Clients, for example, have been provided with 
socio-economic data tabulated for acid rain deposition 
zones, endangered species habitats, air pollution 
monitoring areas, and forest regions, among others. 


Over 1,000 demographic, agriculture and manufacturing 
variables collected by Statistics Canada are maintained 
on the Information System to serve in the analysis of 
environmental issues. 


Examples of these data include population and 
population change; dwelling characteristics; household 
facilities; agricultural land uses; agricultural cropping 
practices, fertilizer and pesticide use; industrial 
characteristics and activities. 


A selection of data on the physical characteristics of the 
environment are also available. In addition, clients can 
have their own datasets added and explore relationships 
with the data already in the system. 


Information can be provided in the form of spreadsheets; 
ASCII files; micro-computer databases; tables on paper; 
ARC/INFO export files; maps on paper, film, or PC 
screen formats. 


The cost of each individual request is based upon its 
size and complexity. A data directory/dictionary is 
available upon request.

SMALL AREA AND ADMINISTRATIVE DATA 
DATABASES 


The small Area and Administrative Data Division 
(SAADD) tabulates data derived from administrative 
records. The resulting demographic and socio-economic 
databases are: 


Demographic and Income Statistics for Postal 
Areas 


This database, updated annually, presents demographic 
and income profiles of taxfilers in 1,000 FSAs (Forward 
Sortation Area: the first three characters of the postal 
code) and 6,000 rural postal code areas in Canada. It 
contains up to 30 characteristics, including age, sex and 
income. 


Demographic and Income Statistics for Postal 
Walks 


The variables are similar to those contained in the 
Demographic and Income Statistics for Postal Areas 
database, but, however, at a geographic level 
corresponding to letter carriers’ daily mail delivery routes 
in urban areas. It contains up to 28 demographic and 
socio-economic characteristics for over 16,000 postal 
walks across Canada. 


Forward Sortation Area and Postal Code 
Databank System 


This system enables the user to choose from a wide 
range of demographic and socio-economic 
Characteristics of  taxfilers from an array’ of 
cross-tabulations. It is updated annually. 


RRSP Database 


The database contains precise RRSP _ information for 
approximately 24,000 postal areas in Canada. The 
information included in this package pertains to the 4.1 
million contributors amounting to $13.3 billion made in 
1989 and the average age and median income of the 
contributor. 


Investment Database 


The database is_ specially designed to _ identify 
"investors" and "savers". It is made up of three 
individual reports: The Report on Savers; The Report on 
Investors; and the Report on Investment Income. Data 
are available for 24,000 postal areas across Canada, 
ranging from units as large as Canada and the provinces 
to postal walks (letter carriers daily delivery routes). It is 
updated annually. 


Family Database 


The database provides a picture of husband-wife families 
by age, income, composition, size and labour force 
status for approximately 24,000 postal areas in Canada, 
from a set of 10 cross-tabulated tables. 


Migration Estimates 


These estimates, updated annually, provide annual 
migration data for all census divisions across Canada. 
Four tables are currently available: population 


movements for census divisions by province of 
origin/destination; migration by age groups; migration by 
type: interprovincial, intraprovincial and international; and 
major migration flows by census. division of 
origin/destination. 


Charitable Donations 


This databank provides demographic and _ socio- 
economic information relating to taxfilers and those 
taxfilers who made charitable donations. The data 
include the number of taxfilers, the number of donors, 
comparisons between the characteristics of donors and 
taxfilers, total and median donations as well as the 
median age of donors. The databank is updated 
annually. 


Unemployment Insurance Statistics 


The Unemployment Insurance Statistics database offers 
two types of unemployment indicators: a count of 
unemployment insurance beneficiaries by type of benefit, 
as well as a distribution of beneficiaries by age group 
and gender; and an unemployment insurance to 
population ratio (UIP). It is updated monthly.

The Small Area and Administrative Data Division makes 
every effort to keep abreast of its clients’ needs for 
Statistical data. In addition to the products outlined 
above, tabulations can be tailored to meet specific needs 
and geographic co-ordinates.

Within the constraints imposed by the protection of 
confidentiality, custom tabulations can be produced from 
the division’s various data bases to meet very 
specialized needs of users. Products are developed for 
individual clients, according to their exact requirements 
in terms of content, geography, format and output 
medium.

In 
addition to the internal online bibliographic information 
systems maintained by Statistics Canada, two outside 
online information retrieval systems, DOBIS and 
CAN/OLE, provide valuable sources of information on 
Statistics Canada documents. 


Descriptions of publications excluded from this 
catalogue, that is, out-of-print publications or those with 
data more than ten years old, can be found in the 
Historical Catalogue of Statistics Canada 
Publications 1918-1980 (11-512E), Current 
Publications Index, 1986 (11-204E), and_ the 
Statistics Canada Catalogue, 1981-1985, 1987/1988, 
1989 and 1990 (11-204E). 


In addition, both DOBIS and CAN/OLE contain 
records of publications not in this catalogue. 


DOBIS is the online bibliographic information 
system of the National Library of Canada. Used by a 
network of 477 government, university and special 
libraries across Canada, DOBIS contains descriptions of 
most Statistics Canada publications from 1920 on, and 
all census publications released since 1851. Eventually 
all Statistics Canada publications will be included on this 
system. 


CAN/OLE is the retrieval system of the Canada 
Institute for Scientific and Technical Information, which 
makes accessible STATCAN, Statistics Canada’s online 
catalogue. This catalogue is updated quarterly and 
contains full descriptions of most publications released 
since 1920 and census publications dating back to 
1851. Eventually, it too will describe all historical 
publications of Statistics Canada. Available in more than 
2000 libraries and research centres across Canada, 
STATCAN can produce tailored bibliographies on the 
topic of choice.
